BERLIN, Dec. 14——The large ma- 
jority by which the “naval holiday” 
resolution passed. the American House 
of Representatives has attracted in- 
terest and favorable comment from 
peace lovers in Getmany, and the at- 
titude of the United States on the 
proposal that, international naval con- 
§struction be discontinued for one 
year is regarded aa one of possible 
far-reaching. influence, 

The question just now is at a stand- 
still so far as Great Brition and Ger- 
many are concerned and American 
initiative at this juncture Would have 
many advantages in the opinion of 
certain German naval officers. 

No Suspicion of Hostile Intent. 

Unlike tHe proposals to this end put 
forward by Great Britain the sugges- 
tion from a ‘neutral nation to discon- 
tinue the building. of battleships for 
twelve months would bear ho sus- 
picion of hostile intent. Addressed to 
all nations, it would avoid one of the 
main objections to the British plan 
which is that neither Great Britain 
and Germany nor any other two na- 
tions can afford to stop building bat- 
tleships if other countries continue 
their naval program. 

It need contain no “jokers” such as 
the exception allowing England to 
build battleships for the Mediterran- 
ean and to accept three Canadian ec 
tleships or their equivalent while oth- 
er nations were observing the naval 
truce. The American proposals if 
made, should be worded so clearly as 
to leave no room forevasion as di- 
verting funds sayed on battleships to| 
the construction of cruisers, torpedo’ 
boats, submarines, or airships, or by 
providing for accelarated construction , 
in following years, 

Admiralty Not 

There is naturally little or no sym- 
wPathy at the’ admiralty for the idea, 
but in government circles outside the 
admiralty such a proposal would not 
be altogether unwelcomed. The treas- 
ury department, forced to devise 
schemes for new taxation and. the 
majority of the Reichstag, faced with 
the unpopular task of voting them, 
are against any increase in naval ex- 
penditure. Chancellor Von Bethmann 
Holweg is already pledged to con- 
sider any scheme for a limitation of 
naval armaments along such lines, 
and the recent announcement of 
friend and colleague Baron Von Hert- 
ling, prime minister of Bavaria, that 
that state and the nation could bear 
no further taxation for military pur- 
poses for years to come, will strength- 
en his hands enormously in the strug- 
gle with the over-hungry army and 
naval leaders,

Hotelmen May Sell Cigars on Sun- 
day Only if Smoke is Charged 
up With Meal 


CALGARY, Dec, 13—L, F. Clarry, 
deputy attorney general, emphatically 
denies that any Calgary hotelkeepers 
or proprietors of hotel cigar stands 
have been given permission to sell 
cigars, sigarettes, chewing gum, can- 
dies cr papers to guests on Sundays, 
He stated that it was permissible for 
proprietors of hotel cigar stands to 
sell cigars to bona fide guests provid- 
ed the cigars were cnarged up with 
the meal as had been the recognized 
practice since the act was enforced. 

“To give hotelmen’ permission § to 
sell cigars to guests on Sundays would 
be to sanction the breaking of the 
Lord's Day Act,” said Mr. Clarry. “A 
cigar with a meal can be regarded as 
a luxury forming part of the meal, 
and if sold with the meal no objection 
can very well be taken, But any 
hotel man who sells to his guests un- 
der any other circumstances on Sun- 
day is guilty of breaking the act, and 
will be punished if complaint is made 
by the police to the attorney general's 
department.”
